From the Upper Rhine, Nov. 18. 
We have advice from the Imperial 
Forces lying at Kentfingen, that 800 Huffars being 
advanc’d within half a League of Newburg, met 
with a Party of 400 French with 500Forragers,;whom 
they charg’d, kill’d 225 on the place, and took {10 
Prifoners,among them 1 Lieutenant Collonel,1 Major, 
Captains, and 4 Lieutenants. 
the Paris Gazette, dated Nov. 25. 
‘Pars, Nov. 25. They write from Alfatia of the 
13th, Thar the Fortifications of Newburg dte ina 
State of defence, and that they are working to 
finifh them. A Detachment of the Garrifon of that 
place being ont to make an Incurfion into the Brif- 
gaw, met with a Party of 130 Huffars, who retir’d 
into the Court-yard of a Caftle ; where they were 
atrack’d and 40 of them made Prifoners. . The reft 
retreating into a Tower, it was fet on Fire, and fome 
of them were fuffocated, and the others taken. The 
Marfhal de Villars having left Detachments near 
Newburg and Rhinau, advanc’d with the reft of his 
Army towards Strasburg, where he arriv’d on the 
6th. From thence he detach’d the Count du Bourg, 
with 2 Brigades of Horfe and 1 of Foot, who pof- 
fefs’'d himfelf of Haguenau, which the Enemy aban- 
don’d after the Battle of Fridlingen. The Macthal 
march’d to Saverne, where he arriv’d on the 13th, to 
. difpofe his Cavalry into Quarters. The Prince of 
Baden has canton’d his Army likewife from Brifac to 
Ofenburg. It was thought he would take Winter- 
Quarters in the lower Alfatia ; but he has fent De- 
cachments into the Palatinate, and Swabia, and has 
quarter'd the reft on the other fide of the Rhine, and 
\ in the Paffes of the Black Forreft. The Army of the 
Elector of Bavaria is ftill about Ulm; And that of 
Count Tallard is canton’d along the Saar. 

The laft Letters from the upper Rhine tell us, 
That the Elector of Bavaria has order'’d the Town 
of Wingen to be fortified, and that he continues to 
raife great Contributions in Swabia. Some of his 
Troops have appear’d towards Schafhaufen and the 
Black Forreft; And they talk at Verfailles of Advice 
being come, that they have defeated 1500 Imperial 
Huffars, but they tell us no particulars. 

Wetteraw, Nov. 20. Four Regiments of Lunen- 
burghers are arriv’d in this Country who will march 


on to Rhinfeld. The Landgrave of Heffe Caffel 


has 20, and the Landgrave of Heffe d’Armftadt 4 
Pieces of Cannon, in a readinefs ; - which makes it 
{uppos’d that Traerbach will be attempted. 

The Amfterdam Gazette fays in the Article from 


Frankfort of the 22d, That thofe 24 Pieces of Cannon’ 
are fent to Rhinfeld to be difpos’d on the Fortifica- 


tions of that place. ; 

Creut{nach, Nov. 20. The French in Traerbach 
have difcover’d a Paffage under ground from the 
Town to the Caftle ; they talk of blowing up the 


Caftle. The Forces under Count Tallard are about 
Binkenfield. There is a good number of Palatine 
Troops here and at Kirn. The Allies give out that 
they will keep 15000 Men in the Hondirug, and av- 
tack Traerbach.

Frankfort, Noy. 22. Pripge Lewis of Baden is at 
Etlingen : General Thungen, being troubled with 
the Gout,is gone to Baden. The Landgrave of Heile 
Caffel having had a Conference with the Elector of 
Triers at Coblentz, is gone to Braubach. Count 
Lewenftein is gone to Heilbron to be prefent at the 
Diet of the Circles of Swabia and Franconia which 
is to be held there. 

From the Paris Gazette, dated Nov. 25. 

Parn, Nov. 25. They write from haly, That the 
King of Spain left Milan on the 6th,and on the 11th 
arriv’d at St. Pietro d’Arena which is in the Suburbs 
of Genoa. 

The Army of the Allies decamp’d on the 5th, and 
the Germans on the 6th, to go into Winter-Quarters. 
The greateft part of the former march’d towards 
Mirandola, ro confume the Forrage and Provifions 
which otherwife might fall into the hands of the 
Enemy. 

A Courier has brought Advice, That onthe 14th 
inftant a Detachment of 1200 Men fent out of Man- 
tua by the Count de Teife, had poffels’d them{elves 
of the Retrenchments and Town of Borgoforte : ’ 
And thar the Duke of Vendome, on advice of ir, 
order’d 6e0 Grenadiers to go thither down the River 
from Guaftalla, with Ammunition and the 2 armed 
Galliots. He likewife commanded the Count de 
Medavi, who was gone towards the Oglio with 
fome Troops, to move near to Mantua. The Caftle 
of Borgoforte furrendred on the 15th at night, and 
300 Men that were in it were made Priioners of 
War. Prince Eugene having Intelligence of the 
Attacking of this:place, march’d by the way of Go- 
vernolo to fuccour it, with 5 or 60e0 Men; but 
hearing of the Reinforcements that were fent by the 
Duke de Vendome, he retir’d. 

We have Advice from Madrid of the Death of 
Cardinal Salazar ;_ he was rais’d to that Dignity by 
Innocent XI. and has left an 11th place vacant in 
the Sacred College. 

Hague, Nov. 27. Yefterday in the Evening his 
Excellency the Earl of Marlborough went from 
hence to embark at the Brill, where the Yatchs 
and a Convoy of Men of War are waiting for him. 

The States have appointed a General Thank 
giving to be folemniz’d on the 13th of December in 
all the Provinces and their Dependencies. They have 
given direction for a Firework to be made at the 
Hague, which will be play’d off that Evening, with 
Salvoes from 20 Pieces of Cannon that are to, be 
drawn out on the Vyverbergh. And have fent Orders 
to all the Fortified places to make three Difcharges 
of {mall Arms, and two of Artillery on that Day.
